JUNIOR DEDDINGTON 


in the last week of September a group of 7rd and kth year 
children from the Primary School travelled down to Poole, in Dorset, to 
spend time at Canute House, an Environmental Studies & activities Centre. 
The building itself is a new addition to the Poole Aquarium complex and 
is situated on Poole Quay at the edge of the harbour. 


The children were involved in a variety of activities which has 
resulted in some very impressive follow-uo work. Unfortunately it isn't 
possible to reproduce the splendid art work which has been completed, but 
I have decided this month to give you a selection of the written work 
which followed the various visits. So here we have it -"A Taste of Poole" 
and let's start at the Aquarium with ANDREW BOND. 


The first time I went to the Aquarium, the Jaws music was on. 


I just stood there - it was amazing. The first time I've seen sharks in 
real-life. The Lemon shark was swimming round and round the top - 
sometimes left to right and sometimes right to left. . The nurse shark was 
on the bottom, sometimes moving and sometimes not. I thought sharks had 
to keep moving to breathe but the nurse shark doesn't. On Wednesday we 
saw the sharks being fed. All was quiet, suddenly the Jaws music blared 
out. A fish was floating down. The sharks sensed the splash and turned. 
The Lemon shark shot forward. SNAP $ went the jaws. A fish head 
floated down. The nurse got that. The sharks were swimming a lot 
faster now. Fish came splashing down. Snap, snap, snap, the jaws 


opening and closing at intervals. Then all was quiet until the next 
feeding. time. 


And now on to the Sesentarium where LUCY L..DBROOK came face to face with a 
Boa Constrictor % (as did Mr. Duntorn who has the photograph to prove it!) 


The snake we touched was called a Boa Constrictor. We were 
allowed to touch it in turn. I felt scared - and stepped back a few 
paces. Then slowly I walked up to it and my heart started to beat faster. 
I couldn't make my hand touch it but IL thought I'd better try! It felt 
very warm, not dry or slimy. It was still frightening and to know it 
suf°ocated it's prey was even more frightening. When it went round 
Julian's neck I thought it would hurt him because it looked so tight. . 
Even though I touched it, I wouldn't have wanted to hold it. I don't like 
the way the tail is so thin. Boas can grow very long, but the average 
size is six feet. The 80a is not a venomous snake. It kills by wr:pping 
itself around its prey and squeezing until the victim stops breathing. 

It is mainly black and yellow in colour. 


What an experience $ Now let's move on to something less hazardous and 
join SARAH MASKERY on a visit -to- Corfe Castle. 


Corfe Castle is a ruin now, but I think it used to be beautiful. 
In a way you can feel what it used to be like in the olden days when 
people actually lived in it. The Castle belonged.to King Edgar, but he 
died when he was thirty three. When he died he left his castle to his 
second wife, Elfrida. His fifteen year old son by his first marriage 
managed to get the throne, much to the dismay of Elfrida who had hoped that 
her son Ethelred would win the throne. One day, when Edward was hunting 
in the Purbecks, he decided he would go and visit his step-brother at 
Corfe.

Elfrida met him and offered him some of her wine. as Hdward began to 
drink, one of her servants stabbed him. idward tried to get away but 
fainted through loss of blood. The servants took the body and hid it, 
so that it was not found until the next year. 


One was 
that when the enemies came to invade they would be tired when they 
reached the tov. iilso when they were firing at the castle, they would 
have to look up into the dazzling sunlight - and thirdly, if the enemies 
were coming, the people in the castle would see them and have time to 
prepare their defences.
